in price, and there are few of'4be trees 
left in this country. A single tree of 
this species can be, sold for a good 
price, and a grove of black walnut 
trees represents a small fortune. 


About the only black walnut trees 


available now are those on farms and 
private estates, and they are fast dis- 
appearing. The wood is hard and takes 
a high polish, qualities which make it 
desirable for the use to which it is put. 
Manufacturers have not found a wood 
to take Its place satisfactorily. 


Some of the black walnut used is ob- 


tained from old furniture or wainscot- 
ing, 
stairways and Interior trim, of 


dwellings or churches. Many years 
ago black walnut was nsed extensive- 
ly in the manufacture of the best 
grades of furniture, and in old churches 
pews and pulpits made of it can be 
found today. 
The demand for the 


wood is gradually causing them to dis- 
appear.—New York Sun.

TKOLLEY OFFICIAL ASKS THAT 


LAW BE ENFORCED AGAINST 


, 
THEM. 


General Manager Stone Declares That 


They Operated I/«st Fair Week in 
Oneonta Contrary to Law — City 
Council Rulers Subject to Police 
Officials. 
General Manager Stone of the South- 


ern New York railway, operating the 
local trolley lines, appeared before the 
common council at the meeting last 
evening, at which Mayor Ceperley and 
all the aldermen save Mr. Webb were 
present, and objected to the operation 
of Jitneys between the business sec- 
tion and the fair grounds this season, 
declaring that they take money which 
properly belongs to the trolley com- 
pany, although the latter operates 
throughout the year. Mr. Stone called 
attention to the law which he said 
requires that jitneys operating after 
this manner and collecting fares under 
15 cents are required to first secure the 
approval of tho municipal authorities, 
also obtain a certificate of necessity 
from the. Public Service commission 
which has not been done in former 
years. Mr. Stone called to the atten- 
tion of the members of the council 
the largre expense Incurred by the 
company to maintain a line and serv- 
ice in a city of this size and urged j 
that the road and the company IB 
entitled to all the protection that the 
law afforrls. 


The council, after considering the 


request, decided that the duty is ob- 
ligatory to enforce the law as it stands 
and a resolution was passed calling 
the matter to the attention of the 
police department with the request 
that the law be enforced in the cltv.

The new program calls 
for two periods of an hour each and 
one of forty minutes in the morn- 
ing, and one period an hour long and 
four of forty minutes in the after- 
noon, giving a total of seven recita- 
tion periods and one study period 


Later in the month a census of all 


children of school age residing in the 
city will be taken under the direction 
of Attendance- Officer Abbott.

Own Hoosao Tunnel. 


The costliest a« well »s the MffiM 


railroad tunnel In the world is the lone; 
hole burrowed below the Alps between 
Brigue, Switzerland, and Iselle, Italy. 


This tremendous ttinnel, the Simplon.

The Simplon Is about tbre* mfles 


longer than the 6t Gerhard and the 
Loe^schberg tunnels and tnore than 
four miles longer than the Mont Cenia, 
the three next longest ot the world's 
railway tunnels. 


The Mont Cenls wa» the flrst of these 


big bores. It was completed in 1871 
and at once diverted passenger and 


I freight transportation away from Swlt- 
| rerland, as it furnished a direct rout* 
to Italy from southeastern France. 


The Swiss determined to wlh back 


their lost traffic, and in 1871 work was 
started on the ?t. Gothard, which was 
not finished until eleven years later. 
The St Gotbard is about nine and one- 
third miles lu length and cost f 11,000,- 
000. 


In Its toll of lives it was the costliest 


of all. Faulty ventilation, the terrific 
heat and the lack of care in keeping 
down the dust caused the deaths of 800 
laborers. 
This tunnel is wholly In 


Swiss territory, and eight yotrs ago It 
was bought from the ownrtfs by th* 
government 


The Simplon, located about halfway 


between the Mont Cenis and the- 8t 
Gothard, i« a double tunnel, although 
only one chamber has been wholly es- 
cavated. The other will be enlarged 
and put Into service when the first be- 
comes overtaxed. Better arrangements 
for ventilation kept the death roll 
down to sixty, twenty-flve cubic feet 
of fresh air being supplied to tUe labor- 
ers for every one blown into the St. 
Gothard.

Trains are pulled through the tunnel 
In eighteen minutes, at the rate of 
forty-lTre miles an hour, by powerful 
electric locomotives. 


The Loetschberg is the latest of the 


big Swiss tunnels. This is about the 
same length as the St. Gothard and 
I* alio wholly In Swiss territory, being 
located to the north of the Simplon. 
It Is a part of the Bernese Alp* rail- 
way, 
which has thirty-four tunnels In 


its forty-eight miles between Thun and 
Brlgue. 


The Simplon will apparently remain 


the biggest of railway tunnels until a 
submarine one is drlren under the Eng- 
lish channel or perhaps under Bering 
sea. At present the longest projected 
mountain tunnel in Europe Is a French 
undertaking, which is planned to pass 
directly,under Mont Blanc, the high- 
est mountain in Europe, and to form 
another highway between France and 
Italy. But this tunnel will be only a 
little over eleven miles long, no that 
It will be merely second in rank It it 
Is carried out. 


The Hoosac tunnel, In western Mas- 


sachusetts, was the first really big tun- 
nel in the United States.
